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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The claims remain rejected as set forth in the final 
rejection mailed 1 1/30/2009. Applican's arguments that there is no reason to combine the references of Chu and Minami is not persuasive. 
Minami teaches an alpha olefin based material with superior properties to the similar material used in Chu. It would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use the material of Minami in the process of Chu as Chu uses 
polyolefins presenting a reasonable expectation of success and the materials of Minami are taught to have improved characteristics. With 
regards to applicant's arguments that neither reference discloses the inherent benefits of the material produced from applicant's method, 
this argument is not persuasive as the references in combination teach the claimed method, and any benefit resulting from the method 
would inherently be present in the product of the combination of references. Therefor the silence of the references as to the beneficial 
properties of the method is not a patentably distinct limitation given its inherency to the process. 
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
